were aeon wrapped In flamea. 

4 atroaf draft drew the amoka from 
the Ihimlng buHldlngs directly Into the 
tunnel and the miles of drifts, upraises 
and slopes cuTinecting with it began lo 
fill rapidly with smoke. In the ( 
cltement of trying to control the fire 
1b' the ontBlde buildings, the mine waa 
forgotten and before the aituatlon was 
remxed. the worklnga were fast flll 

ing with dense smoke. By this tim" 
the buihiinKs about the mouth of tln' 
tunnel were ablaze and nothing could 
be done to stop the smoke from going 
In. Ab soon as it was possible, great 
bodiea of rock were blown down into 
the tunnel mouth and the opening 
stopped, but not until the workings 
were filled and the smoke working its 
way through the shafts t(j tlie surface, 
a mile or more up the mountain from 
the tunnel house. 

Tha day ahltt, aom^a 200 men. bad 
gone Itfto the mine and reached heir 
stations before tne fire started. It is 
known that some of the men escaped 
through the old Sheridan tunnel ami 
alao thVough the old Union workings, 
Mt ih^ a** ttMUght to have been but 
|a {Bia{9 part of the force in the mine. 

The Smuggler Union Is the largest 
mine in Telluride district, the output 
being about two-thirds of the total 
from the camp. It is owned by New 
York and Boston capitallstB. 
' IKraotaa who hare come Into town 
from the Smuggler Union mine, which 
is four miles distant, between Mar- 
c^ball Gulch and the mountains, say 
workers have almost abaiulonid 
Ijbpe of finding any Of the imprisom d 
men alive. Every entrance to the 
property Is the scene of active work 
and willing hands are stayed only by 
fear of certain death if they enter the 
smoke-filled levels. 

Thf ^oerB refuse to talk, either in 
glvlBI wannatton or in expressing 
opinions aa to the liklihood of early 
rescue of the unfortunates yet in the 
mine. They will only say the work 
will be continued until everybody has 
been recovered and will he hastened 
In the hop« that many may be found 
allT*.

Pittsburg, Nov. 21 —An unknown 
man threw himaelf into one of the fur- 
naces at Sehoanberger'B mills, Four- 
teenth and Btna atreets. Almost his 
entire body was roasted beyond iden- 
tifiration. his left foot being the only 
part not disfigured. 

The man was seen to enter the mill 
yards and stand at the foot of the 
hoisting car which carries ore, coke 
and other supplies for the furnaces. 
The moment a warning was sounded 
for the cage to ascend with ita burden, 
three workmen saw the suicide jump 
111 fh> platform and stand within a 
few feet of them. They wei <■ confu.^•.■d 
and did not know what to think of 
him, as no one but employes Is allow- 
ed on theae cages. When the top of 
the furnace was reached, nearly 100 
feet from the level, Thomas Lee de- 
terniinelT to order him away The hus^'^ 
crilj was opened to allow tlie car of 
coke to roll into the fiiiiiace and the 
bell was lifted, throwing a terridc 
heat from the fiery aubstance under- 
neath. Lee bad not had time to 
open the cage of the hoist when the 
man jumped into tho furnac e. Quick 
as a tlasii Lee saw th<' action and 
dropiied thi^ bell, but all too lat- 
The man was burieil head and should- 
ers In the flames. The lid of the bell 
caught his left foot saving only it from 
being consumed. He was pulled out 
by the three men but nearly every 
part of his hody resembled a piece of 
half-( onk( d uu at. 

No on can remember of ever having 
seen the man before and it Is prob- 
able win never be Identified.

That's What the Actioa of the Kfpoblicaa 
Heaben ef the Geirt ef Appeals 
MajlMd te. 

Commenting on the actiod of the four 
Republican Judges of the Court of Ap- 
peala awarding the office of Attorney 
General to Hon. Olifton J. Pratt and 

ousting Hon. H )bert J. Breckinridge, 
Judge Hobson, in tbe minority opinion of 
the three Democratic Judgea, conaldera 
the majority opinion of the court most 
far reaching in its coneeiiuences. He 
aaya that under tbe ruling laid down tbe 
statutes of Kentacky and of nearly all 
tbe States making the City Councils of 
cities and towns the sole judges of tbe 
eligibility and election of their own mem- 
bers are nnconetitntional, though their 
validity has never been assailed in this 
State. Judge Hobson disonaaed the 
main qoeationa aigoed in the mafority 
opinion, onf of which was that' of the 
power of the Legislature under tbe new 
Constitntion .to elect subordinate officers 
f.)r the State government not named in 
the Constitution. This question. Judge 
Hobson saya, was not raised in the case 
nor in the argument of it. He leviews 
the steps taken to test tbe constitution- 
ality ot the Goebel election law, which 
the Appellate Coart upheld, showing 
that the members of the State board 
which heard the contest hiul been regu- 
larly ac^judged by this court to be enti- 
tled to their ofRees, and holds that the 
acts of a de facto officer are valid be- 
tween third persons, however invalid 
I hey may be as far aa he ia concerned. 

As to the q'lestion i f the authority of 
the Legislature to confer on the State 
board the power to hear a contest. Judge 
Hobson says that this court has always 
b -retofore taken this view, and that it 
may be safely asserted, frcni the au- 
thorities, tliat tbe result of an election is 
a political question properly within the 
sphere of the legislative department, and 
that tbe courts have only such jurisdic- 
tion In the matter as the law may confer. 

.\( cording tO tbe rulintr of the court 
tbe General Aasembly had no power to 
elect a State Election Oommiscion, and 

some lawyers claim that if that body was 
not a legal one its certificate of election 



to Judge Prattiwaa not a legal document 
and be baa no mw dabn to tbe oiBoe 
than the laoaaabent, Mr. Breekinrldie.

Frankkort, Ky., Nov. V.K — At to-day's 
session of the court Chief Justice Payn- 
ter banded down an opinion reversing 
the judgment of the Franklin Circuit 
Court in the case of the Board of Conn- 
oilmen of the city of Frankfort against 
the Depoait Bank of Frankfort. The 
opinion bolda that the right to recover 
city taxes from a bank for tlie years l.S<}3 
and 18U4 is not barred by the judgment 
of the Supreme Ooort of the United 
States, delivered in the back tax cases 
enjoinin); municipalities from the coUec- 
tion of taxes for the years 1S!I.">, I s'Ki, 1897 
and ma. The Federal Court held that 
the appellee had no contract rights with 
the State which relieved it from the pay- 
ment of taxes to the city of Frankfort for 
the years last mentiooed, but by reaaon 
of an unreversed jnd>{ment of the Frank- 
lin Circuit Court in this case, rendered in 
1696, the appellant waa barred from re- 
covering. 

The opinion of the court here is one of 
importanoa. In reveraing the lower 
court's jiidnment in favor r.i the bank. 
Justice I'aynter says: "The most that can 
be said as to the Federal Court'i judg- 
ment ia that it, though baaed upon an 
erroneous jndKnient subaequently re- 
versed, in a bar to tlie recovery oL-the 
taxea for the years then in queetloa. 
Certainly tba judgment of the Franklin 
Circuit Court could not be available i' 
a bar to the city'a righta only so long 
it remained in force. The Judgment 
the Federal Court could not and did aot 
prevent this court from reversing it. 
When reversed it is not available in thia 
or the Federal Court aa a bar to the right 
of a city to oolleet the taxes here claimed 
by the city."

O. O. Smith, an experienced maaon 
contractor in Minoeapolis, hae invented 
a compoaition to be used aa a aabstitate 
for brick and atone, which, if atatementa 
COneamiofl it are true, promises to be a 
moat economical and convenient ma- 
terial. It ia compoaed chiefly of aand 
and ran he manufactored in any form or 
color desired, bat the most preferable 
color is said to be a dark driA>. It is 
blmilar in appearance to terra ootta, bat 
baa not the smooth suiface of the latter, 
which iH attributable to the fact that it is 
made of aand inatead of clay. A brick 
made of thia cotnpflaHfon waa recently 
subjected to a severe test by buildinK in- 
spector Houghton, of Minneapolia.
